Dogs of War: 


The United States of America has been undergoing tremendous cultural, political, and economic 
changes since the passage of the laws proceeding from the events of 11 September 2001. Among 
those, it has declared a war against a portion of it's population decided to be economically, socially, 
culturally, or politically undesirable. This is known as the Internal Enemy doctrine. These certain 
persons, victims of this war, have been quietly stripped of their legal personhood, tortured, 
murdered, disappeared or forcible removed. 


These acts are primarily driven by pathological behavior facilitated by systemic changes in law; and 
administrative procedure. 


Social norms, and shifting perception of referents regarding deviance justify aggressive behavior 
against outgroup members, under a declared state of emergency, and threat. This class of behaviors 
is known as behavior under trance. 


These aggressive behaviors are antagonistic, and social-relational, and can escalate into overt acts. 
This often occurs under the guise of "assessment," of the target. These anti-social behaviors 
utilize ideological logic,” and interventionist causality, to elicit the desired behavior in the target; 
which justifies more overt acts against the victim.’ This is known as the biogenic approach, for 
assessing deviance, in the potential Internal Enemy. 

Under this pattern of behavior under trance, many seek to prove the demand characteristic, 
of the experimental situation; increasing affiliation with the in-group, or Experimenter (as State at- 
large.)* 


These are also known as policies of Repression vs. Accommodation. 


These anti-social behaviors, in withholding eg. nuturance are dominant, (resistant,) and seek 
submission,” (or elimination,) of the deviant enemy; consolidating political power, and social 
homogeneity in the stressful, survival situation. Motivated by fear, and stress, they also may ignore 
examples of the negative case.°

During this transitional period to a socialist, political-economy, there are vast demographic changes 
to society which reinforce the isolation and elimination of Internal Enemies. As intraceptive and 
allocentric persons’ are systematically marginalized, and eliminated, those with traits of 
pathological affiliation,’ and aggression increase, while becoming more powerful, socially and 
economically.° This enhances perceptions of anti-social aggressive, and dominant behaviors as 
being socially normative. 


African or European Swallow? 


There are legal issues attendant which complicate the situation for the victim further, isolating them 
from ordinary forms of potential supports; which is known in Refugee Law as a Lack of State 
Protection. The State as a guarantor of rights’® in ordinary peace-time” has conflicts of interest in 
supporting, or even acknowledging, the victim of acts of torture, and aggression. As a sponsor of 
these acts it is not expedient for the State’* to acknowledge it's complicity in acts of violence, 
against any portion of the population; which would reduce the perception of it's benevolence, and 
just authority. These policies also entail deliberate acts of deception on the part of some actors. The 
State must at all times give the perception of acting in self-defense, to be expedient in prosecuting 
it's War. International Law, and normative social referents of justice inherent in natural law prohibit 
belligerent aggression. 


This in effect renders these victims stateless, or internally displaced extra-judicially. This isolates 
the victim, further increasing the social perception of their deviance; and creates a downward spiral 
of aggression and isolation against them, until they are eliminated from society completely. 


The weakening of rules based order, has created a power vacuum, which has been filled by Private 
Government; insofar as enforcement of individual rights are concerned. 


"A regime is effective to the extent that its members abide by its norms and rules (regime strength)" 


The effectiveness of the post 9/11 Regime in enforcing citizen's rights has collapsed, whereas the 
Regime's effectiveness in enforcing the strength of the State has increased dramatically; so it's really 
a matter of priorities.'* Due to the Patriot Act’ there is now a lack of negative external effects of 
committing Serious Human Rights abuses. These economic plans, with social consequences have 
been in the works since the dawn of the 20th century. 


The United States, utilizing doctrines of Extra-territoriality in the War of Terror, creates a Lack of 
Flight Alternative, only heightening the conflict between the State and it's detractors. 


Rather than resolving conflict which the U.S. creates, it escalates conflict in which in can justify use 
of force against those whom are not absolutely submissive to it. Under this regime no deviance is 
tolerated, and dissent is criminalized, and pathologized under reigning, (or dominant,) perceptions 
of social norms.

This is known as Asch conformity, and is facilitated by Sidman Avoidance.’” These topics were 
studied, and documented by Harry Harlow in a 1957 report known as "Debility, Dependency, and 
Dread." 


This form of social, and economic organization has historical precedents; and share a common 
philosophy, including common social groups, which are associated temporally, and have high 
propinquity to each other, or within themselves. 


Fly Like an Eagle (El Condor Pasa): 


It is merely the purpose of this paper to highlight, in brief the psychological processes underpinning 
these anti-social, destructive, cruel, and barbaric acts.'® Additional economic, historic, or 
psychological details may already be outlined, or updated elsewhere, in other editions of this series.

We should mention at closing the effects these acts have on the victim, which are deliberate, and 
calculated to cause permanent disability, known in the U.S. military as a 'Soft Kill’; or referred to 
elsewhere as ‘Clean Torture’. It is referred to as Clean Torture because it does not leave the types of 
physical scarring traditionally associated with acts of barbaric cruelty, but causes internal injuries, 
which are difficult to document, and prosecute. Psychological somatoform disorders of Ego- 
fragmentation, Neurosis, and Learned Helplessness, may be common, in addition to psycho-social 
conflicts. Physiological disorders affecting the endocrine system are also commonly associated with 
these acts, which may include progressive cardiac, and renal failure; eating or other compulsive 
self-harming disorders which may manifest themselves physically. These acts may also be 
conducted under the ambit of non-therapeutic medical research of Stress Resiliency & Adaptation."” 


It may further be noted that this series of reports based upon Political Science methodology, and a
